Magdoff sees problems 
for American leaders 



Marxist economist Harry Mag- 
doff yesterday told a Sir George 
audience that conflict and dissent 
within the ruling class of the 
United States are limited only to 
questions of tactics and strategy. 
The country's basic direction, he 
said, is determined by the capital- 
ist nature of its economy. 

Magdoff, a co-editor of Monthly 
Review, maintained that "there is 
a level of decision-making which 
is independent of the particular 
make-up of the ruling class, or of 
the politicians who happen to be 
In power. There is absolutely no 
disagreement of opinion that the 
only sensible, efficient arrange- 
ment of ordering a society is a 
capitalist system." 

He pointed out that although 
there have been many differences 
over the conduct of the Vietnam 
war, the basic assumptions of 
American intervention in, Indo-

China have not been challenged: 
"No ruling group has considered 
that the US has absolutely no bus- 
iness in Asia, Latin America, or 
Africa." 

Magdoff declined to give a 
specific definition of the ruling 
class or to speculate about its pre- 
sent plans, on the grounds that 
"I'm not there , I'm not privy to 
their Inner councils." 

"My point of view is that you 
don't have one monolithic ruling 
class. There are ruling groups of 
necessity; the structure of society 
is such that there need be ruling 
groups."- 

Magdoff asserted that social 
structures are more powerful than 
the good-will of individuals. 
"There may be a member of the 
Board of General Motors who is 
at heart a socialist or communist. 
I don't know. I don't think it mat- 
ters. ILhe wants to continue as 
an effective member of the Board, 
he has to operate in a certain 
way." 

Ho outlined three problems of 
the American 1 rulers since the 
Second World War: "maintaining 
the international imperialist sys- 
tem, rivalry with other advanced 
imperialist powers, and the ques- 
tion of domestic stability." 

The "basic tendency towards

stagnation" within the US 
economy was fought by massive 
spending on war-oriented goods. 
Magdoff estimated that 25 per 
cent of the American labour force 
is either unemployed, In the 
armed forces, or employed in jobs 
created by defense industries. 

After the collapse of the interna- 
tional financial system during the 
Great Depression, the US 
emerged as the leader of a new 
order which attempted to con- 
solidate and extend the capitalist 
economies. 

Until Nixon's "New Economic 
Policy", "it seemed that the sys- 
tem was working", Magdoff said. 
He described the United States' 
chronic balance of payments 
problem, "which if it had existed 
in any other country in the world, 
would have made it bankrupt." 

He stated that the US rulers' 
principal economic problem at this 
time is to increase exports while 
competing with the "newer" 
capitalisms of Japan and West 
Germany. 

This new situation has led to 
increasing trade rivalry, the for- 
mation of trading blocs,, and the 
American policy of turning over 
the dirty job of counter-revolution 
to various puppet states and sub- 
imperialist powers. 



- Engineers yesterday expres- 
sed support for faculty fiscal 
autonomy in a referendum on 
their faculty's participation in the 
Students' Society. 

The 308 voters out of a possible 
1200 faced a platform of- five 
options and a voting system 
which allowed students to 
express up to three preferences. 
"The first choice counted for 
three points, the second for two 
points, and the third for one point. 

On that basis, the option calling 
for faculty fiscal autonomy won 
out with 748 points. 

Under this arrangement, the 
EUS would help pay essential 
costs in maintaining and operat- 
ing the Union building. All other 
funds would be transferred to 
faculty control. 

A secessionist alternative 
showed the second strongest 
support, with 310 points. 

The "Zlnner proposal", which 
would see added funds come to 
the Engineering Undergraduates' 
Society on a per capita basis, 
came third, with 294 points.

Another alternative, calling for 
the disbanding of student 
societies and Individual voluntary 
membership on a paying basis In 
clubs, emerged in fourth place, 
with a weak showing of 146 
points. 

Discontent with the present 
arrangement between the EUS 
and the Students' Society was 
reflected in the paltry showing of 
112 points supporting the status 
quo. 

Jan Peeters, EUS president, 
said before results were in that 
he would make every possible 
effort to implement whatever 
option engineers chosèr 

Students' Society President 
Gabor Zinner commented that the 
constitution committee would 
have to take into account the 
results of "this Opinion Poll". , 

Zinner, however, pointed out 
that in a faculty of more than 1 200, 
only 308 students turned out to 
vote. Of those, only 194 chose 
faculty fiscal autonomy as their 
first choice, he noted. 



Law students 
negotiate 



Serious negotiations are now 
under way between the executive 
of the "common front" of law and 
Bar students and the Quebec bar. 
The negotiations began Tuesday 
after a demonstration by more 
than one thousand law students 
protesting the Bar examinations. 

The executive of the "common 
front" consists of one representa- 
tive from each of the three bar 
schools, and one representative 
from those students who failed the 
last set of bar exams. McGill's 
representative is Charles 
Schmidt. 

The executive presented the fol- 
lowing domands to the Moisan 
Committee of the Quebec bar: 

■ that the next series of exams 
begin in November and end in 
*.pril; 



■ that there bo six months of 
courses; 

■ that exams be on the subject 
matter of courses, that they be 
given after each set of courses, 
that they count for 50 per cent and 
that practical exams count for the 
other 50 per cent; 

■ that there be six months of 
articling after these courses; 

■ that it be understood that this 
solution is a short-term solution, 
and that the Moisan Committee 
will sit until April 7, 1973 to study 
possible solutions and arrive at a 
definite solution. 

The Moisan Committee 
reflected the common front's 
demands and offered tho follow- 
ing counter-proposal:

Sir, 

On Friday, September 22, an 
ad appeared in the Dally, I quote 
"Representatives (rom the follow- 
ing Schools and Faculties must 
be students who have at least one 
year remaining at McGill and must 
be in good academic standing 
with the University." As, I thought, 
I fulfilled the qualifications listed 
in the ad, I drew up a petition using 
the wording required by the elec- 
toral bylaws. This I got signed by 
thirty-two fellow students, 
although only twenty-five signa- 
tures were necessary. I did this 
because, knowing how council 
operates, I wished to take no 



chances. This I countersigned, 
addressed, and added my phone 
number, as required in' the 
bylaws. 

On Thursday afternoon, I 
received a telephone call from 
Kathy Grant, the Chief Returning 
Officer, telling me that my nomina- 
tion was not accepted as only stu- 
dents in their final or penultimate 
year were qualified to run. When 
I pointed out that this requirement 
did not appear in the Dally ad, I 
was informed that this provision 
had been added to an ad pub- 
lished on Monday. I did not recall 
this ad, and, realising that such 
arguments over the telephone 
were futile, I hung up. I later 
checked a back issue of the Dally 
and discovered that this was true. 
This appeared to be a complete 
reversal of council policy. 

By allowing only older students 
to hold positions on council, It 
reverts to the hands of a more 
cynical, less idealistic, group. This 
also makes a farce of the proviso 
that allows junior students to run 
for executive positions. It is 
Impossible for anyone to get any 
experience on council before they 
try and run it, leaving these posi- 
tions open only to inexperienced 
people, or self-interested grad- 
uate students. People in their 
fourth or fifth year have lost touch 
with the vast majority of students, 
and only know or care to know, 
their one small clique. Few stu- 
dents know they have a repre- 
sentative in council. 



Far too few students show Inter- 
est in campus politics. Most of the 
ones who do care, certainly most 
of the ones who vote, are first and 
second year students. By res- 
tricting these students from run- 
ning in elections, council mem- 
bers will not regenerate student 
interest in campus politics, but 
they will keep themselves as a self 
sufficient body. CEGEP students 
are already alienated from Uni- 
versity life, and council, appar- 
ently, just doesn't give a damn.
